Conway Awaits 


Sentencing in Jall 


Circuit Court Judge, William A. Porter, 
temporarily postponed the sentencing of 
Richard Conway until his attorney, James 
Deamud, of Houghton Lake, has an oppor- 
tunity to review reports from two 
psychiatrists. 

Crawford County Prosecutor, John Huss, 
objected to the postponement, stating that 
he was prepared to proceed. 

Judge Porter granted the postponement. 
He also granted a request from Huss that 
Conway's bail be revoked on the grounds 
that the presumption of innocence is no 
longer possible following Conway’s guilty 
plea of second degree murder in the August 
5, 1988, death of his 11-week old daughter, 
Kati Jo Conway. 

Conway is in the County Jail awaiting 
sentencing. 


Intersection Accident 
Injures 3 Persons 


Three persons were injured early Sunday 
morning, August 6, when a vehicle driven 
by Roy Renon, 34, of Grayling, fatled to stop 
for the traffic signal at the intersection of 
M-72 and the I-75 Business Loop and struck 
a car driven by Amy Cox, 16, of Farmington 
Hills. 

Grayling City Police said Renon was 
traveling West on M-72 at a high rate of 
speed when he failed to stop. The Jaws of 
Life were used to get Renon and his 
passenger, Gerald Renon, 35, also of 
Grayling, and the driver’s brother, out of 
their vehicle. 

Roy Renon, Gerald Renon and Amy Cox 
were all transported to Grayling Mercy 
Hospital. Roy Renon was transferred to 
Munson Medical Center in Traverse, 
Gerald Renon was admitted to Grayling 
Mercy Hospital for observation, and Amy 
Cox, who received only minor cuts, was 
treated and released. 

The Grayling City Police Dept. was 
assisted at the accident scene by Crawford 
County Sheriff Dept., Michigan State Police 
and the Grayling City and Township Fire 
Dept. 

The accident is still under investigation. 


Local Police Find 
Stolen Car, Suspect 


A Lansing man was arrested on Monday, 
August 7, by the Crawford County Sheriff 
Dept. for unlawful driving away of an 
automobile (UDAA). 

The vehicle was reported stolen from Holt 
on June 17. The Sheriff's Dept. and 
Grayling Police Dept., received infor- 
mation on the location of the vehicle and 
began watching it. On August 7th a suspect 
was arrested when a Sheriff's Officer stop- 
ped him as he was driving the stolen car. 

In addition to the charge of UDAA, the 
suspect is being charged with driving a 
motor vehicle with a suspended driver's 
license. The man is also wanted for arson 
and probation violations from Ingham 
County. 

The suspect is lodged in the County Jatl 
awaiting arraignment. 


I-75 Accident 
Injures 2 Monday 


Sara Monro, 17, of Canton, and her 
passenger, Julie Monro, 18, of Utica, 
received only minor injuries last Monday, 
August 7, when the car driven by Sara 
Monro left the northbound jane of 1-7b ana 
rolled over onto the shoulder of the north- 
bound lane of US 27.

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Truancies Inevitable Part of Shawono 


This is the 2nd of 
a Three-Part Series 
on Shawono Center

Since Shawono changed to a training school in 
June, 1986, 26 of its 78 residents have truanted 
(ran away or left without authorization). 

--11 of these 26 residents subsequently ear- 
ned their release, 

--7 were sent to the maximum security 
facility, Green Oak Center, at Whitmore Lake, 

--2 were sent to county jails, 

--3 are still residents at Shawono, and 

--3 are still at large. (One resident is with his 
brother in Canada, and the two others have been 
at large for over one year and have been 
released from state wardship). 

During the three years (1983-86) that 
Shawono operated a camp program, 100 of 219 
campers truanted. This was an average of 50 


truancies a year. 


Charles Amman, Shawono Center's acting 
director, said that most truancies occur in the 
spring, when the snow has melted, and in late 
fall. Hé said that from October, 1988, to June, 
1989, seven Shawono residents have truanted, 
and none of these truancies occurred in Decem- 
ber, January, February or March. 

The Shawono Center defines truancy as being 
off campus without authorization for six hours or 
more. If a resident leaves the campus for less 
than six hours before he is picked up or returns 
on his own, it is considered an unsuccessful 
truancy, and the resident is disciplined by the 
Center. The statistics used in this article are 
based on successful truancies only. 


TRUANCY PREVENTION 


Regardless of how many security measures 
are taken to prevent truancies, truancies are an 
inevitable part of Shawono's training program. 
Amman explained that Shawono has dead bolt 
locks on all its doors, and when the residents are 
inside a building they cannot truant. He said that 
metal screens have been placed on all windows, 
and the Center has increased its direct care staff 
to a minimum of four youth specialists for 30 
residents during day and afternoon hours and 
three youth specialists during the sleeping hours. 
Besides these direct care supervisors, Amman 
said Shawono has two program managers, four 
teachers, and a director. 

‘‘That is a high ratio of people watching kids,’’ 
Amman stated. 


Internally, Amman said the group program 
holds the members of a group responsible for 
truancies within the group. Each group is 
responsible for the whereabouts of the members 
of that group. When walking outside the confines 
of the locked buildings, the group is supposed to 
be aware of who the truancy risks are within the 
unit. Those persons are placed inside the group 
with people walking on either side, in front and 
behind the truancy risk member. 

‘The group is most vulnerable for truancy 
when it is off grounds,'’ said Amman. 

To reduce this vulnerability, Jim Sandborn, 
program manager, said that the strength of each 
group is assessed in weekly team meetings 
before Shawono will approve any off ground ac- 
tivities. These teams consist of youth 
specialists, teachers, group leaders, program 


managers and food service supervisors. 

Amman said that technically, Shawono could 
keep its residents locked up all the time and the 
incidence of truancy would decrease substan. 
tially. The problem with this type of program, he 
said, is that it lacks any incentive to go forwari! 
in the program. 


WHY TRUANT? 


Truancies occur for a variety of reasons. 
Amman explained that residents first arriving at 
Shawono, angry with everyone, and fighting 
their placement are likely truancy candidates as 
is the resident on level five in the program who is 
nearing his release, but is fearful that the cir- 
cumstances that brought him to Shawono 
initially still exist outside Shawono. 

‘‘They are fighting us to get out when they

°37 PCB Spill Cleaned Up at Camp Grayling 


Information from AuSable Conservation Trust 
(ACT) president, Linda Caswell, that a PCB spill 
occurred at Camp Grayling in 1987 has been con- 
firmed by both the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources and Camp Grayling person- 
nel. On July 11, Caswell presented a PCB 
(Polychlorinated Biphenyls) inspection report 
from Environmental Conservation Officer Greg 
Katalenich to the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, which detailed the improper 
Storage of 18 electrical transformers and the 
consequent PCB leakage at Camp Grayling. 

Andrea Sikkenga, Environmental] Specialist 
with the Department of Military Affairs (DMA), 
stated that to her knowledge, all of the stored 
transformers and contaminated materials in- 
volved in the 1987 PCB ‘‘spill’’ have been 
disposed of under U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) regulations. 

Sikkenga produced copies of DNR hazardous 
waste disposal manifests, dated February 3, 
1988, which state that 28 transformers, some con- 
taminated water, pallets and the contaminated 
soil were sent to Selfridge Air National Guard 
Base for disposal. On December 16, a second 
shipment containing one transformer was sent to 
Selfridge. Sikkenga said Selfridge is the Defense 
Reutilization and Marketing Office (DRMO) 
which serves as the consolidation destination for 
National Guard hazardous and non-hazardous 
waste. Selfridge then contracts for disposal. 
Sikkenga said only two transformers contained 
more than 500 parts per million (ppm) of PCB. 
One contained 746,000 ppm and another, 787,000 
ppm. 

A follow-up tnspection to the Katalenich in- 
spection was conducted on June 28, 1988, by 
Joseph Fredie, Environmental Engineer with 
the EPA, who confirmed that no PCB items were 
being stored at the Camp Grayling facility. 

“IT feel very comfortable with Camp Grayling’s 
PCB program,"’ said Sikkenga, an employee of 
the State of Michigan with a degree in environ- 
mental science. Prior to ioining the DMA, she 
worked for seven years for the DNR. 


IN COMPLIANCE 


During the DNR's most recent PCB complHan- 
ce inspection, conducted by Gary 8. Tuma, 
Camp Grayling was found to be in compliance 
with the EPA's Toxic Substance Control Act 
(TSCA) with the exception of two ‘‘paper 
violations’’ concerning record keeping 
omissions. Greg Huntington, Environmental 


Coordinator for the DMA, explained that the first 
citation requires no action by Camp Grayling, 
and that Sikkenga has already complied with the 
second citation. 

In addition to the disposal of all storage 
materials containing PCB, Sikkenga said that in 
September, 1988, Electric Equipment Service 
Corp. from St. Paul, Minnesota, tested and 
labeled all 192 transformers in use at Camp 
Grayling for PCB. Thirteen transformers con- 
tain between 50 to 500 ppm of PCB and the 
remainder contain less than 50 ppm. This ser- 
vice cost Camp Grayling nearly $25,000. 


1976 To 1984 Questioned 


The DNR, DMA and even ACT seem to be 
satisfied that the 1987 Camp Grayling PCB 
problem has been properly addressed according 
to TSCA regulation. The question that ACT con- 
tinues to pose is what kinds of spills occurred at 
Camp Grayling during the time between October 
11, 1976, when the EPA adopted the TSCA 
regulations and November 1984, when Hun- 
tington was hired and the State of Michigan’s 
DMA began its attempt to come into compliance 
with the eight year old TSCA regulations. 
Caswell said she was concerned about possible 
ground water contamination and the consequent 
pollution of the water and aquatic life of Lake 
Margrethe. 

Larry Thornton, DNR District Supervisor of 
Environmental Response, stated during a 
telephone interview, that based on current 
reporting, it isa fair assumption that other spills 
have occurred at Camp Grayling during the 
years of non-compliance, and that without 
records it is impossible to know whether there 
were other PCB leaks or spiils. Thornton also 
said that DNR testing is assigned on a priority 
basis and that he doubted that with the number 
of known or suspected cases of ground water 
contamination in the state (1500) whether the 
DNR would test for a hypothetical situation. He 
encouraged the ACT group to take its concerns 
directly to the DMA. 

Don Inman, Assist Deputy Director of Region 
Ii and the DNR person in charge of coordinating 
environmental concerns at Camp Grayling, said 
he felt ACT’s concerns for contaminations that 
may have occurred during the period of time 
between 1976 and 1984 are fair, and said the 
questions would be raised with the DMA at their 
September 15th meeting. 

The Katalenich report, dated March 26, 1987, 


contained information gathered from his initia] 
inspection on March 19 with Conservation f- 
ficer Bruce Patrick, who first discovered the 
transformers in an unsecure area, and a meeting 
on March 12 with LTC Lee Lawson, Facilities 
Engineer. 

That report stated that Camp Grayling did not 
appear to be in compliance with the PCE 
regulations because the facility had not conduc. 
ted and documented periodic inspections of the 
stored transformers; had not labeled the Pl:

I-75 Rest Area 
Will Expand in ’92 


The I-75 rest area on the north bound lane, just 
south of Grayling is scheduled for a $1.5 face litt 
in the spring of 1992. 

Jay Bastian, MDOT engineer. explained that a 
certain number of rest areas, usually those that 
are located about every 14% hours from o 
southern metropolitan area, receive heavy traf 
fic and the Grayling rest area is located in one of 
these patterns from Detroit. Bastian said thal on 
holidays it is not unusual to find overcrowded 
parking conditions and lines at the rest rooms. 

The construction project will include 
tearing down the existing facility and construc 
tion of a larger building that will offer four rest 
rooms (two men’s and two women’s), and a ven. 
ding machine room. Bastian said the additional 
rest rooms will offer a better level of service, 
allowing cleaning crews to close a rest room for 
cleaning and yet have one rest room open to the 
public at all times. During the winter months 
two of the rest rooms will be closed. 

Vending machines are requested by travelers, 
and the Grayling rest area will offer a variety ot 
soft drinks, candy bars, and other snack foods. 

In addition to the building construction, the 
Michigan. Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) will be seeking additional right-of-way 

property to expand both the truck/recreationa! 
vehicle and car parking facilities. 

Bastian said the federal government through a 
Highway Administration grant will fund about 00 
percent of the project, with the state payin» 
about 10 percent. 
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Frederic Township donated this 10 ft. x 10 ft. x 6 ft. chain link 
pen, valued at over $300, to the Crawford County Animal 
Shelter. The pen is made of four separate sections making it 
transportable. The shelter is using it as its ‘‘puppy pen.’’

transformers, storage area and drum containing 
contaminated soil; had not stored the PCB tran- 
sformers and contaminated soil as directed by 
PCB regulations; had not disposed of the PCB in 
an EPA approved disposal facility and did not 
develop and maintain yearly records on the 
disposition of PCB materials. 

In the report, Katalenich wrote that he had 
directed LTC Lawson to have the spilled 
material and contaminated sot] picked up and 
stored until laboratory analysis revealed its true 
PCB content. The contaminated soil was placed 
in a 55 gallon drum. Besides the first 18 tran- 
sformers, LTC Lawson took Katalenich to 
building #36 where approximately 35 additional 
transformers were being stored. 

According to the report, LTC Lawson stated he 
knew nothing about PCB or PCB disposal 
regulations, that all Camp Grayling transfor- 
mers were ‘‘maintained by the military and that 
the facility had no records of what transformers 
contained PCB, or which ones didn't.’’ He also 
said ne had been in contact with DMA Enviren- 
mental Coordinator Greg Huntington and the 
transformers were to be placed in individual 
overpack drums and stored until samples could 
be taken on Monday, March 16. 

LTC Lawson said other than that, the Camp 
had no inventory or plan to deal with the PCB 
transformers, but had indicated a desire to ‘‘put 
something in place."’ Sikkenga said the task of 
disposing of the stored transformers and PCB 
contaminated materials was the first order of 
business for her when she began working at 
Camp Grayling in January, 1988. 

‘Since the 1987 PCB incident, procedures have 
been implemented at Camp Grayling for the 
proper disposal of PCB waste, hazardous waste 
and liquid industrial waste,’’ she said. ‘‘Camp 
Grayling does not receive these types of waste 
materials from other military facilities.” 


LAKE CONCERNS 


Katalenich concluded his report by saying that 
Camp Grayling is located on the shores of Lake 
Margrethe, a 1,920 acre lake. He said an ‘‘im- 
properly handled spill or improperly disposed 
PCBs could easily result in a major environmen- 
tal problem.”’ 

‘Caswell told the commissioners that she had 
given them the 1987 PCB report to re-emphasize 
the dangers that the proposed expansion of 
Camp Grayling and other polluting industries 
pose to Crawford County. She said the residents 
of Crawford County have an opportunity to 
protect their environment that downstate 
residents no longer have. 

“Downstate is so bad,’’ she said, ‘‘that people 
have given up. I know, I Hved downstate. Up 
here, '’ Caswell continued, ‘‘we have to make it 
as good and as safe as we possible can. Then we 
can go to bed at night and we don’t have to fee} 
guilty.”

come,’’ said Amman, ‘‘and they are fighting us 
when it is time for them to leave.’’ Amman said 
that this is not always the case, but because 
Shawono often times offers the only secure struc- 
tured atmosphere experienced by many of the 
residents, it becomes Ilke a home. 


TRUANCY — WHAT NOW? 


As soon as the staff is alerted that a resident 
has truanted, a search of the surrounding woods 
is immediately started. Additional staff is 
brought in to either join in the search, or to 
supervise on-campus residents. Calls are made 
to the Crawford County Sheriff Dept., the 
Gaylord State Police Post, and to three com- 
munity telephone’ fan-out systems, Lake 
Margrethe, Manistee River area, and the 
Arrowhead Road area Informing of the truancy. 

Residents in these areas are asked to remove 
the keys from their cars, lock their cars, lock the 
doors to their homes and if it is night, turn on ali 
the outside lights. Amman said the greatest 
threat to county residents in the event of a truan- 
cy is propecty damage or theft as the Shawono 
resident tries to leave the area. County residents 
are asked not to participate in the search, but 
only to lock up and light up their property. 


CONSEQUENCE OF TRUANCY 


Shawono can only hold a bed for a truanted 
resident for between three to five days, and then 
it must fill it with someone from its waiting list. 
Truanted residents found after the bed is filled 
are sent to the regional detention center in Flint, 
until a bed can be found. 

If a criminal act is committed during the 
truancy, such as car theft or robbery, the 
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juvenile may face further prosecution. If no ad- 
ditional felonies are committed, the truanted 
resident must go before a parole review board 
where a decision is made regarding the 
resident's future placement, whether he is to be 
returned to a medium security facility or sent on 
to maximum security. If a truanted resident is 
returned to the Shawono Center, restitution for 
damages and expenses becomes an issue bet- 
ween the resident and the Center. 


RESTITUTION 


Restitution is an important part of Shawono’s 
program, as the Center strives to teach that each 
resident is responsible for his own actions. Often 
residents come to Shawono owing restitution 
costs for prior acts against society. These 
obligations come in the form of financial indeb- 
tedness because of court fines, traffic tickets or 
community service time. Even though residents 
are not required to completely repay these 
obligations before they can be released, 
Shawono's program requires that a resident put 
forth a ‘‘good faith effort’ to repay his debt or it 
will withhoid approval of his release. 

Restitution is required for all intentional 
damage inflicted by residents to both the 
facility's property and the staff's personal 
property. Restitution is required for any 
damage or expenses Incurred by members of the 
community during the act of truancy. 

Residents who stole an automobile from the 
Bud Joyce residence at Lake Margrethe were 
required to pay $400 in restitution costs, said 
Amman, and the resident who escaped from 
Shawono last month and took Larkin Baker's car 
is being assessed Baker's expenses to retrieve 
his car from Mecosta County and any damage to 
the car. 

Making restitution for prior court fines and 
property damage expenses is difficult for 
Shawono’s residents because the opportunities 
for them to earn money is limited. The staff at 
Shawono is always looking for projects within 
the community that would enable residents to 
earn money for their financial obligations. One 
way the residents earn money is cutting cedar 
logs for a log cabin company from a nearby 
swamp. Because of the Centers’ off-campus 
restrictions for truancy risks, Amman said that 


1 work projects that can be completed in one day 


are best. He said that suggestions for work 
projects are always appreciated and that the 
Center will continue to cooperate with prospec- 


tive employers.

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BIG ITEM IN economic news of 
late is the overwhelming rejection 
by workers at the Nissan 
automobile plant in Smyrna, Tenn., 
of an organizational bid by the 
United Automobile Workers union. 

The 2,400 hourly workers at 
Nissan said ‘‘no’’ to the UAW by a 
whopping 1,622-711 margin. 

Wow! ‘That's a real kick in the 
teeth for the union, and a real 
feather in the cap of management. 

The union drive was deemed by 
many observers as a_ distinct 
challenge to the Japanese-style 
team management, and _ the 
heralded Japanese  industry’s 
reputation for enlightened labor 
relations. 

Does the vote mean that the UAW 

is on the skids? Can highly in- 
dustrialized states such = as 
Michigan look for a waning union 
influence? Is the day of industrial 
unionism at an end? Is Japanese 
attitude going to control labor- 
management relations in the 
United States? 
Don’t bet on it.

TAKING A LOOK at the situation’ 


in Smyrna indicates the workers’ 
decision against the union most 
likely was highly localized. 

Sure, there are hints of strict an- 
ti-unionism in the vote. A better 
than 2-1 rejection doesn’t bring 
many smiles at UAW headquarters 
in Solidarity House. 

And after 18 months of intense ef- 
fort to organize Nissan workers, 
the UAW still has no union at any of 
the three Japanese owned and 
operated plants in this country -- 
Nissan in Tennessee, Toyota at 
Georgetown, Ky., and Honda at 
Marysville, Ohio. 

The UAW does _ represent 
workers at the Mazda plant in Flat 
Rock, that also makes Fords, and 
at a joint Chrysler-Mitsubishi plant 
and a joint General Motors-Toyota 


plant. But where it’s strictly 
Japanese, the UAW has _ no 
foothold. 

* * * 


PART OF THE reason for the 
UAW loss at Smyrna is that Ten- 
nessee is not a notorious pro-union 
area. Tennessee has right-to-work 
laws. Only 14 percent of its work- 
force is unionized, compared to 63 
percent in Michigan, for example. 

And what sort of benefits were 
the union organizers going to ped- 
die to Nissan workers, anyway?

DAW — Nissan Vote Localized 


Consider a couple of conditions: 

-- Nissan has never laid off any 
workers since the plant was opened 
in 1983. 

-- Production workers at Nissan 
are paid $14.85 per hour in wages 
and bonuses; that may be jess than 
most workers in the Big Three 
plants would make, but it’s about 
one-third more than Tennessee’s 
average manufacturing wage of $9 
per hour. 

One Smyrna production worker 
was quoted by The Detroit News 
like this: ‘If you worked for 
minimum wage like I have, you 
appreciate what you’re making 
now. You don't bite the hand that 
feeds you.”’ 


* * * 


THE JAPANESE appeal for 
teamwork may also have taken 
root among some Tennessee 
workers. Another plant worker 
was quoted about the organizing 
drive: ‘‘It was like someone was 
trying to divide our family.” 

But faced with the local issues, 
the union simply didn’t have a very 
appealing package to sell the 
workers. Coupled with the historic 
lack of union sentiment in the state, 
it’s no surprise the union lost its bid 
-- and soundly. . 

That doesn’t mean the UAW is 
going to curl up and go away -- even 
at Nissan. 

“The union drive at Smyrna is by 
no means at an end,”’ said UAW 
President Owen Bieber, promising 
another organizational drive after 
the legally mandated one-year 
waiting period ends. 

But unless things change a bit at 
Smyrna, the result likely will be the 
same. 

At the Nissan plant in Tennessee 
anyway, the union just did not have 
& lot to sell.

Social Security 


. Midsummer is a 


good time for working 
Social Security 
beneficiaries to check 
their earnings for this 
year, to be sure the 
estimated earnings 
amount they tole 
Social Security is still 
accurate. When ear- 
nings are estimated 
accurately, any 
needed adjustment in 
benefits can be made 
while the person is 
working. This avoids 
any overpayment in 
Social Security 
benefits. 


‘Except for the first 
year a person begins to 
receive Social Security 
benefits, $1 in benefits 
is withheld for every $2 
earned above the 
yearly limit. The an- 
nual limits for 1989 are 
$6,480 for a person un- 
der age 65 ail year, and 
$8,880 for those 65 
through 69. There is no 
earnings limit begin- 


ning at age 70. 
For the first year 
benefits begin, a 


special monthly rule 
can be used. This 
allows the person to 
receive benefits for 
any month that ear- 
nings do not exceed a 
monthly limit, regar- 
diess of the total ear- 
nings for the entire 
year. The monthly 
Hmits are $540 for 
people under 66, and 
$740 for those 65 - 69. 
These earnings 
limits do not apply to 


people receiving 
benefits based on 
disability. Disabied 
people must report any 
work and = earnings, 
and should ask about 
the special rules for 
disabled people who 
work. 

People receiving 
Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) paymen- 
ts must also report all 
earnings promptly. 
These limits do not ap- 
ply to SSI. 


Not all income coun- 
ts as earnings. Only 
work related income 
counts. For instance, 
some things that don’t 
count are interest, 
dividends, pensions, 
rent, capital gains, and 
unemployment com- 
pensation benefits. 
What does count are 
gross wages from em- 


ployment, and net 
profit from self- 
employment. 

To report or 


estimate earnings, or 
to request more infor- 
mation about the ear- 
nings limits, or special 


rules for disabled 
people who work, call 
Social Security — toll- 


free at 800-2345-SSA. 
Or contact the Traver- 
se City office at (616), 
946-8360.

Stephens — seems he liked to go to 
Gaylord, walk into a saloon and or- 
der a drink for the house. He would 
then lay a thousand dollar bill on 
the bar to pay for the drinks. The 
saloon keepers could not cash the 
bill so they would have to stand the 
price of the drinks. 

Old Pete (Jumbo) Johnson 
owned a saloon in Gaylord at the 
time, heard what Mr. Stephens was 
doing and got ready for him. 
Stephens came into Pete's saloon 
and ordered a drink for the house. 
When Stephens laid his bill on the 
bar, Pete reached down and star- 
ted piling up sacks of change on the 
bar. Pete had gone to the bank and 
gotten a thousand dollars worth of 
coins. Stephens could not carry it 
away so he had to keep on buying 
drinks until it was gone. I heard it 
was a very well remembered day 


in Gaylord.

to have a few in Frederic. I 
remambher ald Frankia Holke and 
how he used to love to play his old 
tunes on his organ. The kids used 
to go down to Frankie's shack and 
listen to him by the hour. He wasa 
kind, gentle, old man who caused 
no one harm. No one could figure 
out why he wore a woman’s dress 
over his clothes and Frankie would 
never tell. 


Another was Old Burt Damouth. 
He had shot and killed a man 
named Carney, just up the river 
from Deward. Seems Old Burt was 
going to see Carney’s wife while he 
was working. Carney got wise and 
there was a shoot-out, which Car- 
ney lost. Burt served a few years in 
Marquette prison for the shooting. 
Burt told me about it when I was a 
kid, saying he should never have 
been convicted, because Carney 
committed suicide by shooting at 
him with a revolver when he had a 
shotgun in his hands, 

Roy (Gabby) Wells was another 
man who made living in Frederic 
interesting. Gabby had the first 
automatic dishwasher in Frederic. 
His old dog, Sloppy Joe, kept his 
plate clean enough for him. If you 
saw Gabby with his cap cross-ways 
on his head, you could be sure he 
had gotten into the ‘‘tangle-foot”’ a 
little heavy. I remember when 
Gabby finally parted with his old 
Mode! ‘‘A,"’ which he called ‘‘Iron- 
sides,’ he got a four-door, later 
model. The day he got it, I hap- 
pened to be at the store when he 
came out. He went strutting up to 
his car, opened the back door, and 
climbed in. I can still see the 
shocked look on his face when he 
couldn't find the steering wheel.

affordable housing 
have been exhausted. 
This not only places 
the mother and 
children back into the 
dangerous situation; it 
also invokes feelings of 
guilt for the mother 
who can’t provide a 
safe home for her 
children because of her 
economic status. The 
children, who are 
already traumatized 
by the violence in the 
home, the move to 
shelter, and feelings of 
anger, grief and con- 
fusion, are generally 
her first concern. 

All children should 
have homes, meals, 
beds and_ protection 
from harm or danger. 
They don’t deserve to 
live in substandard 
housing just because 
their mothers have 
lower income or 
because they are on 
assistance. They 
shouldn’t be forced to 
live in violent 


situations because 
there isn't any alter- 
native available within 
their mother’s income 
levels. 

The bad _ housing 
situation won't just go 
away. There is a 
definite need for more 
low income housing in 
this area. There is a 
need for reasonably 
priced rental units in 
good condition. There 
is a need for an end to 
the generalization that 
if you rent to someone 
on ADC or with low 
working income, your 
house will certainly be 
trashed or neglected 
There is a need for 
transitional housing 
for people who are 
down and out because 
of temporary 
emergency situations. 

There {ts also a need 
for people to be aware 
of the homeless 
situation and to care 
enough to do 
something about it.
